Since the word has gone out that 
no attempt will be made to levy new 
taxes, or increase existing taxes, at 
the current session of the State Leg- 
islature, there might be a disposi- 
tion on the part of the man on the 
street—and the man on the farm— 
to breathe a sigh of relief and aban- 
don the Legislature to its own de- 
vices. 


On the second consideration, how- 
ever, any thoughtful citizen will un- 
doubtedly see the folly of that pol- 
icy. Exorbitant taxation is not the 
only threat to the individual’s se- 
curity and welfare, even though it 
is one of the most dangerous. 


There are many other issues re- 
quiring “eternal vigilance’ — and 
some of these are now on the docket 
at Sacramento and will be discussed 
in subsequent articles. 

But it is highly important at this 
time that every taxpayer in Cali- | 
fornia should have an intelligent, 
sober understanding of the burdens 
he and his neighbors must assume— 
and that no one should be lulled 
into a false sense of security by the 
mere fact that the state, for the mo- 
ment, is not contemplating the im- 
position of new taxes. 


Governor Olson’s statement that 
he will not seed additional taxes at 
this time may have been due, in 
part to the fact that the bi-partisan 
economy bloc in the Legislature has 
successfully resisted all new tax 
levies for two years past and would 
probably be able to do so again. But 
the determining factor, undoubted- 
ly, was that state revenues from ex- 
isting tax sources are increasing by 
leaps and bounds, due to the nation- 
al defense program, and there will 
likely be an abundance of cash in 
state vaults so long as the federal 


program of rearmament. Federal 
taxes to finance defense operations 
will be staggering, however — and 
California will bear its full share of 
the burden. 


Without in any sense detracting 
from the accomplishments of the 
legislative bloc, which did a splen- 
did piece of work in cleaning up the 
SRA and chopping off needless ex- 
penditures, the fact remains that 
state taxes have not been reduced. 
The enactment of new tax measures 
has simply been prevented. And 
with state income skyrocketing, as 
@ consequence of the ‘defense 
boom,” the individual taxpayer is 
paying the state many more dol- 
lars than before, even though no 
new tax levies have been imposed. 


And federal taxes, in all probabil- 
ity, will shortly soar to levels that 
will make the present load seem 
light by comparison! 

The California Taxpayers Asso- 
ciation correctly analyzed the situ- 
ation recently when it stated: 

“With tax demands to pay for na 
tional defense and rearmament al- 
most upon us, a right about face 
must be made in the expenditures 
of our state and local governments. 
Instead of the net revenue of these 
governments going up, it must go 
down. In this way only, our gOv- 


ernments in California can take up, | 


at least in part, the tremendous 
burden which the cost of national 
defense and rearmament must place 
upon the people.” 

And the State Chamber of Com- 
merce, reporting with similar find- 
ings, said: 

“Every effort to restrict state ex- 
penditures releases to just that at 
tent additional abilities of the state’s | 
tax base to play its full part in fi- 
nancing national defense abilities. 
On the other hand, the combined 
strain of rapidly expanding nation- 
al defense tax demands and unre- 
Stricted state tax demands might 
readily add up many more hundreds 
of business enterprises in Califor- 
nia to the non-profitable group. 
This is simply killing the goose that 
lays the golden eggs.” : 

It is to be hoped that the legis- 
lature, at its 1941 session, will not 
be content simply to prevent the 
levying of new taxes. It should take 
constructive action to reduce state 
spending and, if possible, state 
taxes. It could perform no greater 
patriotic service in a period when 
real patriotism—constructive, hard- 
headed patriotism—is sorely needed.

NEW YORK, (lP)—What the Ger- 
man luftwaffe has attempted to do 
\in its “Coventrizing” raids on Brit- 
ish provincial cities is this: 

To paralyze British life and in- 
dustry, especially war production, 
by smashing the commercial and 
business centers of a series of cities. 

It hasn’t worked and, in our 
opinion it won't. 

Between us we have seen all of 
the most heavily bombed cities in 
the British provinces and, of course, 
we have lived and worked in Lon- 
don all during the great German 
air offensive. 

Here is what the Germans have 
done outside of London: 

They have concentrated on a list 


ters including Coventry, Birming- 


ham, Liverpool, Bristol, Southamp- 


ton, Portsmouth and Plymouth. 

At each of these towns they have 
directed a very powerful night raid, 
in most instances several raids. But 
the weight of the bombs has not 
fallen upon industrial plants, fac- 
tories or war production establish- 
ments. It has fallen on what we call 
in American towns the “down town 
business district.” 

Naturally, some bombs have fallen 


on industrial plants and there have | 


been other raids where the Ger- 
mans tried to hit factories and—us- 
ually—missed. But in the ‘“Coven- 
trizing” raids they apparently map- 
ped an area of 20 or 30 square 
blocks in a town and went at it in- 
discriminantly.

Nevada County’s interests are tied 
in with Placer County and the 
Mother Lode counties, and in no 
way are their interests linked with 
district two. We can assure our 
friends in Nevada County that we 
will vigorously oppose any such sug- 
egsted change.

Press Rages At S. F. Flag 
Incident, Fails To Note 
Start Of Third Term

Adolf Hitler and Benito Mussolini 
met today, presumably to discuss an 
Axis spring offensive against Great 
Britain. 

The Hitler-Mussolini conference 
coincided with a fresh crisis in the 
United States-German relations 
with important, but still obscure, 
developments in France. 

The new U. S.-German eruption 
was touched off by the tearing down 
of a Nazi flag from the German 
consulate at San Francisco. ° The 
German press raged against the ac- 
tion and an official German spokes- 
man hinted that there would be 
“political and diplomatic” repercus- 
sions. 

The German press, which has been 
printing ample comment on the con- 
gressional rebate on all-out U. 8. 
aid to Britain, notably contained no 
reference this morning to President 
Roosevelt’s inauguration for a third 
term. 

Developments appeared imminent 
on the controversial issue of Franco 
and German collaboration. But what 
Shape these developments might be 
likely to take and whether they 
would involve the vital question of 
Axis use of the French fleet and the 
French naval bases on both shores 
of the Mediterranean was not ap- 
parent. 

All that was certain was that Mare

bombs on or near it and, especially 
in cases where they started big fires, 
they succeeded in working great de- 
vastation to the business areas. 


This has caused great inconveni- 
ence, much disruption of business 
and civilian life, but it has affect- 
ed industrial production only slight- 
ly and the toll in civilian life has 
been relatively small since, natur- 
ally, there aren’t many Civilians in 
the down-town business districts 
after nightfall, especially with the 
blackout. 


We both saw Coventry—one of us 
right after the raid and the other 
later, after the mess was cleaned 
up. That is the significant point— 
the mess was cleaned up and with 
reasonably good speed. 

Coventry within a short period of 
time was functioning again. Auto- 
mobile traffic moved through the 
streets where the rubble of business 
buildings stood heaped at the sides. 
New water mains had been laid, 
temporarily, on top of the ground. 
A sign on the one wall that re- 
mained of the public library directed 
borrowers to return their books to 
an emergency depot. As you walk- 
ed along the street you saw signs 
on broken walls or posts stuck in 
the ground directing clients of doc- 
tors, barristers, real estate agents or 
shops to new emergency quarters in 
other parts of town. 

Twenty yards from the smashed 
Coventry Cathedral an ancient pub 
did a rushing business with even 
its tiny leaded glass window panes, 
for the most part, intact. 

That is the thing you are likely 
to misjudge in the stories and pic- 
tures which we cable back from 
Britain. Naturally, these stories tell 
of the havoc and the pictures show 
it. What isn’t told or shown are the 
thousands of shops, thousands of 
houses, scores of factories in the 
| “Coventrized” cities where life goes 
;on as usual. 
| Take Southampton, for instance. 


' A large section of the business 
' district has been “Coventrized” very 
‘thoroughly. Yet, i fthe war ended 
| tomorrow and you landed at South- 
ampton from one of the big liners 
you could easily come down the 
| sangplank, catch the boat train to 
‘London and arrive in Waterloo Sta- 
| tion without noticing much of the 
‘war damage. 


Yet, five days after a big Decem- 
ber raid on Southampton ruins still 
smouldered. The grass in the public 
parks of the city was seared and 
scorched from the hundreds of small 
/ incendiary bombs and the business 
| section located away from the docks 
and port facilities which are the 
city’s chief military objective—was 
badly smashed. 

Transatlantic passengers arriving 
off Plymouth and landing, as usual 
by tender, would find much the 
same situation. They would have to 
look closely to see what the bombs 
had smashed. 

When night fires burned in Ply- 
mouth so bright that you could read 
a newspaper a mile away, hundreds 
of young men and women danced 
gaily at the pavilion dance hall on 
|@ pier jutting out into the harbor. 
At Bristol the story wasn’t much 
| different. Billeting officers, however, 
were having trouble finding places 
| in the country for bombed-out ref- 
| ugees. The countryside already was 
billed with evacuees from London 
and the Midlands. 
| Out in the country between these 
towns there are few signs of war. 
And no signposts at all which makes 
automobile travel difficult on Bri- 
tain’s winding roads. You are always 
‘taking the wrong road and finding 
| yourself 40 mles away from where 
‘you want to be. The best way is to 
| Stop at each fork in the road. Even 
‘that didn’t work during the height 
| Of the invasion scare. Residents 
| looked suspiciously at strangers who

balance of the mountain counties 
which comprise the district. While 
from the business standpoint it may 
be advisable for Mono and Inyo to 
be in with some southern group of 


regulations pertaining to assembly 
districts. Where one county has two 
or more assemblymen they cannot 
cross county lines. Neither assembly- 
man in San Bernardino county can, 
therefore, represent Inyo and Mono. 
Kern county will probably secure a 
second assemblyman under the re- 
apportionment and so any plan to 
add Mono and Inyo to that county 
will be out. Tulare county has more 
than one assemblyman and Fresno 
county has two. So as far as Inyo 
and Mono counties are concerned 
it is impossible to place them in 
any southern district setup. 

Mono and Inyo Counties comprise 
the smallest senatorial district in 
population in the state and they are 
ably represented in the senate by 
Charles Brown of, Shoshone. He is 
on the job at all times and with the 
writer’s support in the lower house, 
together we are able to handle the 
legislation pertaining to these two 
counties and protect their interests. 

If present plans are carried out, 
San Francisco county will lose two 
of its assembly districts and Alame- 
da county one. The two districts will 
be added in Los Angeles county and 
one in Kern. However these pro- 
posed changes will not be made 
without a battle as far as San Fran- 
cisco and Alameda counties are con- 
cerned. 

Under the new census, which gives 
the state a population of 6,907,387, 
the eighty assembly districts Will 
be apportioned on a population ba- 
sis of 86,000 to a district. 

This figure, of course, cannot be 
carried out in every district, such as 
in the rural area, but in the metro- 
politan centers will no doubt be fol- 
lowed. 

You can rest assured that your 
assemblyman, as a member of the 
re-apportionment committee, will 
work to protect the mountain 
counties, both as to their congres- 
sional and assembly district.

Inaugurated

Nance Garner administered the 
oath to Wallace. 

In his inaugural address to mass- 
ed thousands in the Capitol plaza 
Mr. Roosevelt challenged the phil- 
osophy of men who believe that 
democracy is doomed, who believe 
that “tyranny and slavery have be- 
come the surging wave of the fu- 
ture.” 

“We Americans know that this 
is not true,” he declared. “. . we 
do not retreat. We are not content 
to stand still. As Americans we go 
forward, in the service of our coun- 
try, by the will of God.” 

Then, turning to the nation’s need 
for maintaining the “sacred fire” of 
liberty ,he said: 

“The preservation of the spirit 
and faith of the nation does, and 
will, furnish the highest justifica- 
tion for every sacrifice that we may 
make in the cause of national de- 
fense.” 

The President said that the task 
before the nation is to save America 
and its institutions from disruption 
from without. 

Speaking in the heart of a na- 
tion at peace but against the back- 
drop of a world enflamed by war, 
Mr. Roosevelt proclaimed: 

“In the face of great perils never 
before encountered, our strong pur- 
pose is to protect and perpetuate the 
integrity of democracy. 


For this we muster the spirit of | 


America, and the faith of America.” 

Mr. Roosevelt made no specific 
reference to his pledge to convert 
America into the great arsenal to 
fabricate machines of war for em- 
battered democracies everywhere in 
the world. He had discussed those 
points in his fireside chat of Dec. 
29, and his message of the state of 
the union on Jan. 7. 

Instead, he based his third in- 
augural on a defense of the demo- 
cratic principle, from which stems 
the determination of America to 
extend this aid.
